DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed December 30, 2003 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent 
document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to AP (JP 1 1 277290) has not 
been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 3, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by JP 2000-015476 (page 3 of 16, Table 1, samples No. 1-19 to 1-24). 

Claims 1,2, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by EP 1213089 (PTO-1449, Table 6, No. 9-10 and 23-24; Table 7, No. 37- 
38 and 44-47; Table 8, No. 56-57 and 70-71; Table 10, No. 112-113; Table 11, No. 140- 
141; Table 12, No. 151 and 154-156; and Table 14, No. 172-180). 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over 
JP 200015476 (abstract). 



Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over USP 
6319461 to Domi et al (col. 3, lines 25-34 and col. 4, lines 20-31) or US Pub. No. 
2003/0021718 to Munekata (abstract) 



Cited references disclose the features including the claimed Sn based solder 
alloy compositions. Therefore, when prior art compounds essentially "bracketing" the 
claimed compounds in structural similarity are all known, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would clearly be motivated to make those claimed compounds in searching for new 
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products in the expectation that compounds similar in structure will have similar 
properties. In re Gyurik, 596 F.2d 1012, 1018, 201 USPQ 552, 557 (CCPA 1979); See 
In re May, 574 F.2d 1082, 1094, 197 USPQ 601, 611 (CCPA 1978) and In re Hoch, 57 
CCPA 1292, 1296, 428 F.2d 1341, 1344, 166 USPQ 406, 409 (1970). As stated in In 
re Peterson, 315 F.3d 1325, 1329-30, 65 USPQ2d 1379, 1382 (Fed. Cir. 2003), that "A 
prima facie case of obviousness typically exists when the ranges of a claimed 
composition overlap the ranges disclosed in the prior art". Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select any portion of range, including 
the claimed range, from the broader range disclosed in a prior art reference because 
the prior art reference finds that the prior art composition in the entire disclosed range 
has a suitable utility. Also see MPEP § 21 31 .03 and § 21 23. 

With respect to the instant claims 5-8 that cited references are silent about the 
structures of the solders such as solder ball, paste, or bump. But, said solder structures 
are well known in the art of cited references for Sn based solder, which are 
contemplated within ambit of ordinary skill artisan to form the Sn based solders in 
desired structure when needed. It is well settled that the form of reactants is believed 
mere a choice between well known forms of such substances. In the absence of 
evidence of some unobvious aspect of their selection, use of those substances would 
seem to add nothing of patentable significance to the instant claims. In re Austin, et al., 
149 USPQ 685, 688. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
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unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 12-31 of 
copending Application No. 10/666,129. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the instant claimed 
compositions overlap those in the claims of copending application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Conclusion

have reasonably understood or implied from the text(s) of the reference(s). To 
emphasize certain aspect(s) of the prior art, only specific portion(s) of the text(s) have 
been pointed out.
